Political Views Of: 

‘Dr. Johnson . 


CANTERBURY. . 
“We are trustees for the spirit of 
the place—scomething no court of law 
can try, We have now done the 
most serious act we can think of to 
show that we consider the Dean is 
not the right man for his job." ? 
So said Conon J. M.. C. Crum, 
senior canon of Canterbury Cathe- 
dral, oxplaining to mo the oction of 
the canons residentlary in Sssulng a 
statement nbout the political views 
of the Dean, Dr. Hewlett Johnson.” 
In the itatement, which fs: signed 
by -Canons T. K. Sopwith, John 
Shirley, Frederick B. MacNutt and A. 
Sargent, as well as Canon Crum, the 
signatories dissociate’ themselves 
from polltical utterances which “have 
50 often ylven-the impression that he 
condones the offences of Russia 
against humanity and religion.” 


“Offence To Christians” 

It continues: . 

“We have further thought it our 
duty ta.tell him that his political 
activities gravely impair the spiritual 
influence of the Cathedral in the city 
and diocese of Canterbury, give 
grievous offence to many Christians 
throughout the world, and, in our 
view, are proving themselves to bo 
incompatible with the ‘proper dis- 
charge of the trust which has been 
committed to him. 3 

‘We desire to make it Icnown that 
we are at one with the Dean In be- 
lleving that it is the duty of all 
Christlans to further sociul and 
economic reform, but we believe it 
to be n dangerous illuston to . hold 
that such reform will ever be 
achieved by the methods which. have 
characterised the Sovict regime.” 

Canon Crum was most anxious to 
emphasise that the canons had not 
issued thelr statement—a copy of 
which they also gave to the Dean— 
without the most serious thought. 

The Dean's scrmon in Westminster 
Abbey, in which he was reported to 
have sald that “Communism has re- 
covered the essentlal form of the real 
belief In God which organised 
Christianity as it is-now has so large- 
ly lost,"*was .felt to be ambiguous 
for highly paid Church dignitary 
and a follower of Christ. . :

Walfs Will Crumble . 

A cold wave of a severity which 
it has not known for nearly o cen 
tury has this winter swept over the 
half-ruined city, which is suffering 
from shortage of coal. But soon the 
thaw will come, and that will be 
worse than the Arctic cold. - 

The bulldings damaged by the 
bombardment have stood against rdin 
and cold, But when the spring 
sunshine begins to melt the ice, which 
still holds together the walls of many 


ruined houses, they wil crumble. 


Thus the long tale of disnsters blda 
falr to-continue.

“Anew measure to 
Jandiords passing on to their 
tenants the war taxes imposed 
on them under the War Revenue 
Ordinance of 1940 is contained 
in to-day’s “Gazette”, which an- 
nounces amendments to the Pre- 
vention of Eviction Ordinance.

The chicf amendment is the word 
“tenement” for dwelling 
which thus brings {nto the provisions 
bzd-spitecs or otner forms of tenuncy 
not previously included In the bill.

A stratosphere flying sult wth 
which fs {ncorporated special radio 
equipment has been finally completed 
in Hongkong by its inventor, Mr. 
Carl Rich, a Canadian and will..be 
shortly presented to the Hongkong 
Government and military authorities 
for testing. E 


One of the suits made by Mr. Rich 
was tested at’ Kal Tals last year, but 
since.then he has designed several 
more. With war raging in Europe 
he hopes to bring the suit, and 
especially its radio equ.pment, to the 
attention of the Alr Ministry. The 
radio equipment of the suit gives 
telephonic communication between 
the ground and a.rcraft, 

Reminiscent of a diver's sult it Is 
now at Far East Motors, where Mr. 
Rich has been carrying out his ex- 
periments. 

With flying experience in. many 
countries, Mr. Rich came to 'Hong- 
kong in April’ last year from 
Australia, where o syndicate con- 
structed the suit, its radio equipment 
and oxygen apparatus. From Syancy, 
Mr. Rich came here to sell the suit 
to the Chincso Government on advice 
he had recelved in Austral-a. , 

The outer - fabric of the sult. is 
Jenther and ail joins are scaled by 
a rubber solution. It is divided into 
pants and jacket.

A new measure to. prevent 
landlords passing on to their 
'tenants the war taxes imposed 
on them under the War Revenue 
Ordinanee of 1940 is contained 
in to-day’s “Gazette”, which an- 
nounces amendments to the Pre- 


vention of Eviction Ordinance. 

The chief amendment is the word 
“tenement™ for dwelling houses, 
which thus brings Into the provisions 
bed-spaces or other forms of tenancy 
| not previously included In .the bill, 
| It is explained that in its applica- 

tion: the principal Ordinance of 1039 
was limited to dwellings (other than 
dwellings in respcet' of which rent in- 
cluded payments in respect of board, | 
attendance or use of furniture) in 
Hongkong, Kowloon and New Kow- 
Joon, held by tenants who had been 
sitting tenants on Juno 3, 1938. 

For The Duration 

It is now considered necessary to 
extend, for the duration of the war, 
.the scope “of the Ordinance to all 
tenements in the Colony except 
of board and residence, 

In Introducing the Bill for the War 
Revenue Ordinance to the Legislative 
Council, the Financlal Sceretury sald: 
“I am authorised to state that if uny 
attempt is mnde generally to puss on 
the Property Tax to tenants Govern- ' 
ment is prepared to introduce such
